Musical Program that will be held on Sunday, January 2, 2005 at 6:00 PM at the historic

First Presbyterian Church located at 12 C Street and South Temple.  Multiple musical

groups representing various Utah congregations and denominations will perform.

On Tuesday, January 4, 2005, Governor Huntsman will be hosting a public open

house celebrating the 109th year of Utah’s Statehood at West Valley City’s E Center.



This free event will be open to all citizens of Utah and will feature entertainment, food

and a chance for everyone to shake hands with Utah’s sixteenth Governor.
